AN ORDINANCE of the Common Council 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
fixing and establishing wages for 
certain City employees. 
WITNES S ‘ET OH: 

WHEREAS, the Common Council is charged with the legal 
responsibility to fix and set salaries of City employees; 

WHEREAS, the Council has previously established such 
salaries for City employees for the year 1987; 

WHEREAS, the 1987 City Salary Ordinance did contemplate 
collective bargaining by and between the City and certain labor 
organizations representing City employees; 

WHEREAS, the City has most recently concluded its col- 
lective bargaining negotiations with The International Association 
of Machinists and Aerospace Workers, Lodge 2569 (IAM) which ee 
sents certain City employees; and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary for Council to approve and 
fix all pay increases as granted to them in the collective bar- 
gaining process. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. For the year 1987, commencing January 1, 
1987, a 4.3% wage increase is hereby approved, established and 
fixed for those City employees and City Utility employees repre- 
sented by the IAM. Such 4.3% increase shall include any and 
all step increases as referenced in the IAM contract. 

In addition, the City and IAM have negotiated a 3% 
wage increase for the year 1988, to be given to IAM employees 


in the entry and mid step levels. This wage increase will be 





subsequently submitted to Council for approval, as required by 


law. 
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Page Two 
SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 


approval by the Mayor.
